HR REPORTS: 
APPLE COMPUTER OWNERS can now exchange 


questions & answers through the Apple Computer 


Net, Sundays at 0100Z on 14329 kHz. 
NOAA WEATHER BROADCASTS may not be trans- 


mitted via Amateur stations, the Commissioners 


confirmed in denying RM-3457. The Commission 
noted that weather information is available 
from many other sources, & thus the ban on 


the retransmission of “broadcasts” by Amateurs 


is still desirable. 

That Ban, should be noted, also applies to 
all other such "broadcasts", including WWV's 
time and propagation reports. 


OWNERS OF REPEATERS MUST BEAR RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY for what goes out over them, FCC Long 
Beach Field Office Engineer-in Charge, Larry 
Guy, told an Anaheim Amateur Radio Club meet- 
ing last week. His office intends to enforce 
that regulation. The question arose when 


larry, himself K6EZM, spoke to the club on the 


subject of malicious interference, a topic 
that's been particularly hot in southern 


California recently. Exactly what enforcement 


action they'd take wasn't spelled out, but he 
did say that, under their interpretation of 
the rules, regulatory violations committed 
over a repeater would be treated as if the 
repeater owner had made them. 

General Agreement with that far-reaching 
concept was expressed by a majority of the 
Amateurs attending, though several repeater 
owners pointed out that this would leave them 
no choice other than to "pull the plug” on 
their machines whenever a maverick operator 
wanted them to. Thanks K6CAJ via Westlink. 

A Repeater In Southeast Wisconsin was 
reported to have been shut down by the FCC 
last week, with a number of "Show Cause" 
citations issued. According to preliminary 
reports, the repeater itself, the sponsoring 
club, and a number of users were all cited 
for numerous rules violations in that crack- 
down. 

On The HF Bands, W2ILTP reports that a 
station that's been jamming his 40 meter "HHH 
Net" (HRR 222) for the last six weeks was 
nailed by FCC investigators January 22 & was 
found to be an Advanced Class Amateur operat- 
ing in Colorado. According to the FCC's 
Denver Field Office, the jammer was cited for 
violations of Part 97.91, one-way transmis- 
sions; 97.121, operating with a callsign not 
assigned by the FCC; & 97.125, deliberately 
interfering with established communications. 


The Malicious Interference problem was also 


addressed at last month's ARRL Board meeting, 
with an ad hoc committee to study the problem 
authorized by Minute 65. League First Vice 


President, WOBWS, has just been named by Pres- 
ident W2HD to head that committee. with Direct 


Directors K@GA & W5SEDZ & Vice Directors W2IHA 


& WBGUIA selected to serve on it. WILUED will 
be headquarters liaison. 

An Illegal 40 Meter Station transmitting 
political broadcasts to Cuba was shut down by 
FCC agents & U.S. Marshalls in Miami Feb. 7th. 
The Spanish language operation had been the 
subject of complaints from both U.S. & latin 
American Amateurs for the past several months. 
FCC long range DF stations had bracketed the 
operation as coming from Miami, & monitors from 
the Miami District Office pinpointed its loca- 
tion for the raiders. 

Amateurs With Ideas, information or suggest- 
ions for solving the malicious interference 
problem should contact WEBWI at his Callbook 
(or Page 8, QST) address. An editorial 
heralding this new attack on the growing 
problem will appear in March QoT.

FIELD DAY, JUNE 28th 


"CQ Field Day" will be the cry during the 
annual ARRL Field Day exercise. Once again. 
the Club will be operating QRP from the top of 
Mt. Diablo using high gain antennas on all 
bands to take advantage of this fine location. 
We will be operating in the 7-A Battery class. 
Where last years experience shows we have an 
opportunity to achieve an outstanding national 
score. Our strategy is based on the scoring 
system which gives 5 points for a SSB contact 
& 10 points for a CW contact in this class. 
When propagation is good on any given band we 
plan to operate SSB & CW simultaneously for a 
high QSO count. Our antenna system will in- 
clude 6 element arrays on 10, 15, & 20. 2 
elements * 4 elements on 40 & a 2 element 
delta loop wire beam on 80, also high gain 
VHF antennas for 2 meters, 220, * 450. A 
program to check in as many members as possible 
is being evolved. If you can't be on the hill, 
plan to check in for our count. We will work 
you at 2 WPM if necessary! Experience has 
shown that 10 watts on Diablo with a good 
antenna sounds like a "big gun" everywhere. 

We have located much of what we need, how- 
ever we still need to find two more towers & 

a couple more FT-7's, as well as motor homes, 
trailers, campers, and the like for creature 
comfort. We plan to set up Friday afternoon, 
party Friday night, sleep in. Then KB start- 
ing at 11:00 am. & continuing for 24 hours.

MOUNTAIN 


In this issue of the Carrier are snapshots 
shoWing a portable operating effort put forth 
by members of the MDARC during the recent 
December 10 Meter Contest. The objective of 2 
the contest was to run as many QSQO's and ARRL 
sections or countries as possible in a 48 hour 
time period. 

In between the many and varied "problems" 3 
presented us, we were able to work 2015 QS0O's 
in 58 countries and 49 ARRL sections, for a 
total of 107 multipliers. While this was a 
respectable effort, the top bay area station 
ran about 2600 QSO's and 130 multipliers. 

The station included a Kenwood 820S with 
outboard VFO, Alpha linear, Vomax speech 
processor and memory keyer, and Bird wattmeter 
(you've got to know if any RF is going up the 
feedline). It was capable of full legal input 
and our signal reports worldwide proved we 
were "getting out" super. Many lessons were 
learned - bottom line of which proved out the 
scout motto "be prepared". 

The equipment was powered by a 6KW Diesel 
generator and a 1100 watt gasoline unit. The 
separate power units were necessary to prevent 
FM ing of the exciter caused by voltage fluc- 
tuation. Murphy was evident early when we 
found the beam elements jammed up after last 
field days use. Then there was the voltage 
regulation problem, the blown coax (how many 
times do you have RG-8/U blow up?), a bad 
beam balun, and various other minor problems 
all of which combined to keep us off the air 
during 5 or 6 hours of "prime time". 

The MDARC group included WA6NTG, KA6BPN, 
WA6AVS, K60YE, WB6DHN and myself, W6EEN. All 
of whom operated about as much as the human 
body could stand. Murphy was still present 
and asserted himself frequently. WD6DUK 
loaned us a motor home which served as home or 
the mountain. However it was cold up there, 
and unfortunately none of us had the proper 
license to light the heater!!! 

The contest ended at 4 pm Sunday afternoon. 
We knocked down the station. Generators, 
antenna, and tower were headed down the mount- 
ain by 4:30 pm. Proving once again that when 
your tired and want to get home, you can do 
most anything. Needless to say, while very 
tired at the end, we had a great time.

The ARRL is now offering an insurance package to its members to protect your ham gear 
against fire, theft or other losses. The package does not include antenna systems, but it 
covers your rig and accessories whether at home, in your car, or even at a Field Day site. 
ARRL officials describe the package as being better coverage at lower cost than others cur- 
rently on the market. The plan was designed specifically for ‘‘Hams” and its success Is direct- 
ly related to the number of members that participate. 


Most ARRL members have already received a brochure describing the insurance package, 
but for your convenience, we will reprint key parts of it here. 


PERILS COVERED: 
This policy insures against direct physical loss or damage caused by: 


_ (a) Fire, lightning; 


(b) Tornado, cyclone, windstorm, hurricane, hail; 

(c) Explosion; | 

(d) Collision of the transporting vehicle with any other vehicle or object, it being understood 
that the Company shall not be liable for loss or damage caused by the load or any portion 
thereof coming in contact with any other object unless the transporting vehicle also col- 
lides with such object, coupling of cars not to be deemed collision; 

(e) Overturning or upset of the transporting vehicle; 

(f) Collapse of bridges, trestles, culverts, elevated roadways, manhole covers and roadway 
drain basins; : 

(g) Riot, riot attending a strike, and civil commotion; 

(h Aijrcraft or by object falling therefrom; 

(i) Smoke (meaning only smoke due to a sudden, unusual and faulty operation of any 
heating or cooking unit, only when such unit is connected to a chimney by a smoke pipe, 
and while in or on the premises described in this policy, excluding, however, smoke from 
fireplaces or industrial apparatus); 

(j) Earthquake, volcanic eruption, subterranean disturbance or other convulsion of nature;
